COUNCIL APPROVES EXTENSION OF CURFEW ORDINANCE

Elba City Council members again 
delayed approval of City Attomey 
Mark Vaughan’s bills, totaling 
$19,3341.50 but did approve regular 
monthly bills of $25,865.21. 

These bills included a $3,500 
charge for some remodeling at the 
police department. 

Council member Brad Wilson 
voted against paying the bills. After 
the meeting he explained ex- 
penditures were too high and pur- 
chases were still being made which 
are above the $500 limits and with- 
out prior approval of the city coun- 
cil. He added that the city is still 
spending money that it doesn’t have. 

A lengthy discussion about just 
who would pay the legal fees on the 
wrongful firing lawsuits left the 
council members in apparent confu- - 
sion over the matter and Vaughan’s 
bills were ultimately tabled.

The Elba City Council members 
were presented with a proposed an- 
nual budget Monday night by City 
Clerk/Operations Officer Henry 
Clark. 

The 1994-95 budget numbers are 
based on a total income of 
$1,994,780.00. There is no in- 
dication in the budget proposed 
Monday night that another tax in- 
crease is being considered. 

However there is no line item fig- 
ure for paying the settlements of the 
wrongful firing lawsuits or repaying 
funds borrowed from the local banks 
during the past year. 

This income includes $631,000 in 
sale and use tax, $260,000 in gar- 
bage fees, $180,000 in sewer fees 
and a $360,000 transfer from the 
Water and Electric Board. 

The column for “cash on hand” at 
the beginning of the year reads 
$0.00. 

Administrative cost proposed to 
be cut include landfill fees, which 


member Bill Brunson asked, “Are 
we in a position to pay these bills, 
even if they are approved?” 

Both Mayor Ricky Haywood and 
City Clerk/Operations Officer Henry 
Clark responded “NO.” 

Action to approve or disapprove 
the bills for payment was tabled 
even though both Haywood and 
council member John W. Sharpless 
voling against the postponement. 

Brunson agreed to make a motion 
recommended by Haywood, but then 
voted against it when the mayor ex- 
plained he was recommending an an 
absolute action to pay only $1500 a 
month for a city attomey, That mo- 
tion then died on a tic vote with Hay- 
wood, council members Brad Wil- 
son and Earl McCollough voting yes 
and Brunson, Yelverton and Sharp- 
less voting no. 

Brunson then made a motion to 
authorize the mayor to approach the 
city attorney (Vaughan) with a pro- 
posed revised retainer schedule. This 
plan would increase the monthly re-

Hornsby stated that the officer 
handled this particular situation in a 
very unprofessional manner, 

“This is what gives our policemen 
a bad name,” Hornsby said, 

The council expressed its concern 
over Mrs, Hornsby’s complaint and 
assured her that the matter would be 
looked into by the police chief and 
police commissioner, 

Chief Charles Driggers and Coun- 
cilman Charles Cole stated that if 
upon their investigation, circum- 
stances proved to be as Hornsby had 
indicated, the police officer in ques- 
tion would be properly counseled. 

Penney Wright appeared before 
the council to clarify a matter con- 
ceming recent problems with the po- 
lice department, 

She made two things clear, One, 
that she was not called by Chief 


State Association of County Com- 
missioners held at Gulf Shores, AL.

During the council’s conversation 
with Wright, Laird’s being on “leave 
with pay” during the investigation 
into the Carnley incident was ques- 
tioned, 

Councilman Robert Miles com- 
mented that Laird was presumed in- 
nocent until found guilty and that the 
town was following proper proce- 
dure in placing him on leave with 

ay. 

B eannelimnan Clinton Marler stated 
that if Laird was found guilty, he 
would be dismissed. If he’s found in- 
nocent, we wont be sued for back 

ay, 
P Wie Holley told council mem- 
bers and those present that the ABI’s 
investigation into the Laird-Carnley 
incident should be completed within 
the next two weeks. According to 
Holley, their finding will be turned 
over to the District Attorney’s office,

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ployees. 

Any elected official would have 
to remain in office at least 10 years 
in order to qualify or become vested 
in the retirement system. 

Faulk urged his fellow commis- 
sioners to look seriously at this 
amendment and to consider support- 
ing its passage. 

Presently, all funding for the su- 
pernumerary retirement system 
comes out of county revenues. Now, 
Coffee County’s only expense for 
supemumerary retirees is $8,400.00, 
but that figure could rise sharply if it 
is not discontinued. Neighboring 
Covington County is already paying 
out $129,159.24 annually. 

Those who are presently receiv- 
ing the benefit and those who al- 
ready qualify (Ex-sheriff Brice Paul 
and Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns) will not be affected. 

Turning to other business, Com- 
missioner Wendell Black asked that 
the commission begin considering 
the possibility of the county provid- 
ing garbage pick-up service for 
county residents. 

He noted that Environmental 
Waste’s service is not getting any 
better after numerous attempts by 
county officials to get them to im- 
prove upon it, 

“This is something we need to get 
ironed out with Environmental 
Waste or. either get Environmental 
Waste out - one way or the other!” 
said Black, “I’m dissatisfied with 
them,” 

Bids were accepted for purchase 
of a mulcher to be used by the high- 
way department and the construction 
one bridge culvert on County Road 

Finn Corporation out of Fairfield, 
Ohio was low bidder on the mulcher 
with a bid of $14,595.00. A two 
week delivery time was included in 


their bid. 

Receiving the contract, subject to 
approval by the state highway de- 
partment, on the construction of the 


bridge culvert was the lone bidder - . 


Clark Construction Company of 
Dozier, AL. Their bid was 
$112,334.15. 

County Engineer Mark Pool com- 
mented that Clark’s bid was about 
$20,000.00 below the estimated cost 
of repairing the culvert. 

Upon a recommendation by Com- 
mission Clerk Wilson Mobley, the 
commission approved designating 
The Peoples Bank of Elba and New 
Brockton as the depository for 
county funds during the up-coming 
year. 

The bank quoted payment of in- 
terest of 5.27 percent on funds de- 
posited (no minimum balance) and 
an interest rate of 6.46 percent on 
loans to the county. 

In making his report to the com- 
mission, County Engineer Pool 
asked for and received the commis- 
sioners’ approval to replace a 19 
foot-span-bridge on Co. Rd. 209 
with a 34 foot span. 

This bridge was washed out dur- 
ing the March ‘90 flood and again in 
the recent flooding (July ‘94), Pool 
noted that federal funds are not 
available for replacement of bridges 
having a span of less than 20 feet. 

FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) approved $11,000 
toward the replacement of the 
bridge. Pool estimated the cost of 
contracting the installation of a 34 
foot span at $18,000. County crews 
will prepare the bridge approaches 
and embuttments.

COUNCIL APPROVES EXTENSION OF CURFEW ORDINANCE

Elba City Council members again 
delayed approval of City Attorney 
Mark Vaughan’s bills, totaling 
$19,3341.50 but did approve regular 
monthly bills of $25,865.21. 

These bills included a $3,500 
charge for some remodeling at the 
police department. 

Council member Brad Wilson 
voted against paying the bills. After 
the meeting he explained ex- 
penditures were too high and pur- 
chases were still being made which 
are above the $500 limits and with- 
Out prior approval of the city coun- 
cil. He added that the city is still 
spending money that it doesn’t have. 

A lengthy discussion about just 
who would pay the legal fees on the 
wrongful firing lawsuits left the 
council members in apparent confu- 
sion over the matter and Vaughan’s 
bills were ultimately tabled. 

During the discussion, council

member Bill Brunson asked, “Are 
we in a position to pay these bills, 
even if they are approved?” 

Both Mayor Ricky Haywood and 
City Clerk/Operations Officer Henry 
Clark responded “NO,” 

Action to approve or disapprove 
the bills for payment was tabled 
even though both Haywood and 
council member John W, Sharpless 
voling against the postponement, 

Brunson agreed to make a motion 
recommended by Haywood, but then 
voted against it when the mayor ex- 
plained he was recommending an an 
absolute action to pay only $1500 a 
month for a city attomey. That mo- 
tion then died ona tie vote with | lay- 
wood, council members Brad Wil- 
son and Earl McCollough voting yes 
and Brunson, Yelverton and Sharp- 
less voting no. 

Brunson then made a motion to 
authorize the mayor to approach the 
cily attorney (Vaughan) with a pro- 
posed revised retainer schedule. This 
plan would increase the monthly re-

1994-95 budget of $1,961,450.00

The Elba City Council members 
were presented with a proposed an- 
nual budget Monday night by City 
Clerk/Operations Officer Henry 
Clark. 

The 1994-95 budget numbers are 
based on a total income of 
$1,994,780.00. There is no in- 
dication in the budget proposed 
Monday night that another tax in- 
crease is being considered. 

However there is no line item fig- 
ure for paying the settlements of the 
wrongful firing lawsuits or repaying 
funds borrowed from the local banks 
during the past year. 

This income includes $631,000 in 
sale and use tax, $260,000 in gar- 
bage fees, $180,000 in sewer fees 
and a $360,000 transfer from the 
Water and Electric Board. 

The column for “cash on hand” at 
the beginning of the year reads 
$0.00. 

Administrative cost proposed to 
be cut include landfill fees, which 


have dropped from $54,000 a year to 
an estimated $32,000 since Coffee 
County moved to the new landfill. 

Retirement payments will drop 
$4,000; and travel and salaries will 
also drop. 

The fire department expense is at 
best a guess, because their expense 
is based largely on the number of ac- 
tual fires, During this year they have 
dropped way down, but are expected 
to increase to about $80,000 next 
year. 

The police department spending 
is Cut a little in some areas but over- 
all is projected to increase ex- 
penditures by three thousand dollars 
in the coming year, 

The street department will in- 
crease by four thousand to $258,000 
and the recreation department will 
drop by ten thousand to $118,000 in 
annual expenditures. 

There is nothing in the budget for 
capital expenditures (trucks, cars, 
etc.) nor engineering cost. Debt re- 
tirement will increase by three thou- 
sand due to a payment schedule on a 
1992 bond issue, 
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lainer from $50 per month to $1500 
and would include all services ex- 
cept actual court time. 

Haywood is to report back to the 
council on Vaughan’s reaction. 
Sharpless voted no, but all others ap- 
proved the action, 

A mix-up in sending out two dif- 
ferent sets of bids for new police 
cars resulted in all bids being re- 
jected and a new set of specifications 
being issued, 

Wilson asked how this could have 
happened and was told two bidders 
received faxed bids before the 
change was made. Only those get- 
ting mailed bids got the updated bid 
sheet, 

The council approved extending 
the curfew ordinance. Assistant Po- 
lice Chief Maxwell Hooks reported 
it was working well for the de- 
partment, council members said they 
have had no complaints about it’s 
misuse, etc. 

The ordinance was put in for a six 
month period, to expire on Sep- 
tember 30th. The council will now 
pass the ordinance as a permanent 
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Elba City Council balks on payment of attorney’s fees 


ordinance at the next regular meet- 
ing. 

Charlie Marler complained about 
speeders on Plant Avenue. He re- 
quested some speed limit signs and 
additional police patrols, 

A new three year lease was ap- 
proved on the Army Reserve Center 
The city will continue to receive 
$48,900 per year. Clark told council 
members this was still a profitable 
venture for the City of Elba. 

Clark also asked for permission tc 
get local and state fire marshalls tc 
inspect the old school buildings for 
safety factor. 

He explained that FEMA had re 
fused any flood damage payment 
on the buildings and classified ther 
as a fire and health hazard, 

Haywood abstained but the five 
council members approved Clark’s 
request. 

The council tabled any action on 
a resolution approving a cost of liy- 
ing raise for retired city employees. 
Clark was instructed to present the 
council with the actual cost to the 
city if this action is approved.

residents, expressed appreciation to 
the council in honoring Dr. King in 
this manner. Mayor Kathryn Holley 
presented Hornsby with a plaque

Turning to other business - not 
quite as pleasant - city leaders heard 
complaints concerning the police 
department and streets, 

Alma Hornsby questioned why 
her grandson was asked by a police 
officer to leave the Big/Little Store. 

According to Hornsby, the young- 
Ster was - with the store manager’s 
approval - sitting at one of the 
booths doing his homework when he 
was asked to leave. 

“My concern is this,” said Horns- 
by, “he was siting there trying to do 
his homework and get an education, 
You've got kids out there in the 
sureets being hoodlums...he wasn't 
doing anything but his homework,” 

Hornsby stated that the officer 
handled this particular situation in a 
very unprofessional manner, 

“This is what gives our policemen 
a bad name,” Hornsby said, 

The council expressed its concern 
over Mrs, Hornsby’s complaint and 
assured her that the matter would be 
looked into by the police chief and 
police commissioner, 

Chief Charles Driggers and Coun- 
cilman Charles Cole stated that if 
upon their investigation, circum- 
slances proved to be as Hornsby had 
indicated, the police officer in ques- 
tion would be properly counseled. 

Penney Wright appeared before 
the council to clarify a matter con- 
cerning recent problems with the po- 
lice department. 

She made two things clear. One, 
that she was not called by Chief

ay. 
R axealnin Clinton Marler stated 
that if Laird was found guilty, he 
would be dismissed, If he’s found in- 
nocent, we wont be sued for back 
pay, 

Mayor Holley told council mem- 
bers and those present that the ABI’s 
investigation into the Laird-Carnley 
incident should be completed within 
the next two weeks, According to 
Holley, their finding will be turned 
over to the District Attorney's office, 

Turning to street problems, the

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ployees. 

Any elected official would have 
to remain in office at least 10 years 
in order to qualify or become vested 
in the retirement system. 

Faulk urged his fellow commis- 
sioners to look seriously at this 
amendment and to consider support- 
ing its passage. 

Presently, all funding for the su- 
pernumerary retirement system 
comes out of county revenues. Now, 
Coffee County’s only expense for 
supernumerary retirees is $8,400.00, 
but that figure could rise sharply if it 
is not discontinued. Neighboring 
Covington County is already paying 
out $129,159.24 annually. 

Those who are presently receiv- 
ing the benefit and those who al- 
ready qualify (Ex-sheriff Brice Paul 
and Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns) will not be affected. 

Turning to other business, Com- 
missioner Wendell Black asked that 
the commission begin considering 
the possibility of the county provid- 
ing garbage pick-up service for 
county residents, 

He noted that Environmental 
Waste’s service is not getting any 
better after numerous attempts by 
county officials to get them to im- 
prove upon it. 

“This is something we need to get 
ironed out with Environmental 
Waste or either get Environmental 
Waste out - one way or the other!” 
said Black, “I’m dissatisfied with 
them,” 

Bids were accepted for purchase 
of a mulcher to be used by the high- 
way department and the construction 
of a bridge culvert on County Road 
105, 

Finn Corporation out of Fairfield, 
Ohio was low bidder on the mulcher 
with a bid of $14,595.00. A two 
week delivery time was included in 


their bid. 

Receiving the contract, subject to 
approval by the state highway de- 
partment, on the construction of the 
bridge culvert was the lone bidder - . 
Clark Construction Company of 
Dozier, AL. Their bid was 
$112,334.15. 

County Engineer Mark Pool com- 
mented that Clark’s bid was about 
$20,000.00 below the estimated cost 
of repairing the culvert. 

Upon a recommendation by Com- 
mission Clerk Wilson Mobley, the 
commission approved designating 
The Peoples Bank of Elba and New 
Brockton as the depository for 
county funds during the up-coming 
year. 

The bank quoted payment of in- 
terest of 5.27 percent on funds de- 
posited (no minimum balance) and : 
an interest rate of 6.46 percent on 
loans to the county. 

In making his report to the com- 
mission, County Engineer Pool 
asked for and received the commis- 
sioners’ approval to replace a 19 
foot-span-bridge on Co. Rd. 209 
with a 34 foot span. 

This bridge was washed out dur- 
ing the March ‘90 flood and again in 
the recent flooding (July ‘94). Pool 
noted that federal funds are not 
available for replacement of bridges 
having a span of less than 20 feet. 

FEMA (Federal Emergency Man- 
agement Agency) approved $11,000 
toward the replacement of the 
bridge. Pool estimated the cost of 
contracting the installation of a 34 
foot span at $18,000. County crews 
will prepare the bridge approaches 
and embuttments,

How Military Academy Appointments Are Made 


Last week, I introduced you to 
the United States military academies 
and discussed the process by which 
candidates may apply to my office for 
a nomination, 

I conclude this week with the 
application process, discussing the ap- 
pointment which is the final step nec- 
essary for admission toa U.S. military 
academy. 

Upon receipt of my slate of 
nominees, the U.S. military academies 
begin their final evaluation process of 
the candidates. 

This process includes a medi- 
cal exam,-an interview with a local 
admissions officer, and a fitness test 
with minimum requirements for push- 


, ups, pull-ups, etc, These requirements 


are slightly altered for women. 

Based on the results of these 
tests, the academies select the candi- 
date or candidates best suited for the 
rigors of military life and challenging 
academics. They are then offered an 
appointment. 

Candidates who are well-bal- 
anced in athletics, academies, and ex- 
tra-curricular activities are the stron- 
gest candidates. For example, many 
applicants are often surprised to learn 
that if they have straight “A”s, but 
have never participated in athletics. 
they are likely to be rejected. 

From January through May, I 
receive official notification of those 
nominees actually selected foran acad- 
emy appointment. 

The academies are required to 
Select at least one of my slate of ten 
nominees to fulfill the geographical 
requirement, and often choose more. 

After appointment, the candi- 
dates are required to report to their

academy in July. Sometimes candi- 
dates receive appointments to more 
than one academy, and have to spend 
time evaluating cach before select- 
ing. 

For those not selected for ap- 
pointment, there is always next year, 
They can be admitted to the acad- 
emies until age 22, as long as they are 
hot married or supporting children, 

I always advise applicants to 
make alternative plans in case they 


are not selected. They may attend’ 


college for one year, strengthen their 
math and science skills, and reapply. 
The academies are very interested in 
candidates with an extra year of ma- 
turity. 

U.S, military academies will 
sometimes offer candidates a year at 
their prep school, instead of regular 
admission. Candidates are Virtually 
assured acceptance upon successful 
completion of prep school. 

The only way for a civilian to 
he admitted to a U.S. military acad- 
emy prep school is to apply through 
the regular admissions process, Prep 
school offers are determined only by 
the academies’ admissions offices. 

To qualify for admission to 
one of the United States military acad- 
emies, a student must be sure to apply 
early so that all required materials are 
received before my November 2, 
1994 deadline.

Landowners should improve land to benefit wildlife 


by Chester E. Billie, Jr., 
Wildlife Biologist-Forester 

Landowners today are increasing- 
ly interested in improving their land 
for wildlife. They want to make a 
profit on their timber, yet manage 
their property to benefit wildlife. 
Fortunately, good forest manage- 
ment is good wildlife management, 
so landowners can have both, 

Any management practice has an 
effect on wildlife habitat. Since thin- 
ning, harvesting, reforestation and 
prescribed burning duplicate “natu- 
ral” conditions, they are usually ben- 
eficial to wildlife if planned proper- 
ly, 
/ Timber thinning is one forest 
management practice that can be 
beneficial to several wildlife species- 
-including white-tailed deer, wild 
turkey, bobwhite quail, squirrel and 
waterfowl, especially wood duck, 
Thinning is important in both pine 
and hardwood forests. 

Pine plantations reach ages when 
crown canopies close, allowing little 
Sunlight to reach the forest floor. 
This severely restricts growth of her- 
baceous plants beneficial for deer, 
turkey, quail and many other spe- 
cies, 

Thinning pine plantations when 
they are 15 to 18 years old is an ex- 
cellent way to open the canopy, en- 
couraging growth of grasses, forbes, 
legumes and woody sprouts. Cutting 
every third or fifth row and remoy- 
ing poorly-formed, suppressed tees 
in remaining rows is a good method, 

Natural pine stands can also bene- 
fit from occasional thinning. Often, 
Stands regenerated by seed-tree or 
Shelterwood-silviculture have pock- 
ets of regeneration which are too 
dense. Such areas can stagnate, lim- 


iting growth of all trees. Thinning in- 
creases timber production by reduc- 
ing competition for nutrients, 


—— 


moisture and sunlight and improves 
wildlife habitat by encouraging 
growth of woody browse and annual 
plants on the forest floor. 

Thinning can also benefit hard- 
wood stands. Just as in pine stands, 


some hardwood-stand trees are dom- 
inant and of higher value, Thes¢ 
trees are also usually the best mast 
producers. Thinning some of the 
poorer quality hardwood (suppressed 
crowns or poorly formed) allows the

When the juice from apples is 

lracted using a fruit press that has 

not been properly cleaned (placed in 
in Open area and rodents are allowed 
to run all over it), is one answer, If 
the extraction is done by the food in 
lustry then the apple cider is pas 
tcurized and the E, coli as well as 
other bacteria are destroyed. But, for 
the cider made and sold at roadside 
lands, itis often not pasteurized, As 
for cantaloupes, the source of E. coli 
comes if the grower uses manure to 
fertilize the crop. Therefore, we need 
to wash fruits that come in contact 
with the ground in any way, such as 
melons or even fruit that is allowed 
to fall on the ground prior to harvest- 
ing: 

Meats are the other possible 
source of E. coli because the animal 
could harbor the E. coli in their in- 
testines, The problem usually arises 
with hamburger that is not cooked 
throughout. The bacteria are found 
on the surface of the meat and are 
distributed throughout the meat 
when it is ground into hamburger. 
That is also why we are not as con- 
cerned about steaks or roasts be- 
cause they are always cooked well 
on the surface and the bacteria are 
not mixed throughout the meat. Oth- 
er animals such as poultry and pork 
can also contain the E, coli 0157:H7. 
But because we have been taught to 
cook these meats thoroughly, we 
have no seen as many problems with 
these meat sources. 

Our job as Extension educators is 
to get the word out about good gen- 
eral hygiene in the kitchen and to be 
aware of meat served rare in restau- 
rants. To make sure that you or your 
family do not encounter E, coli or 
any other deadly bacteria, follow 
these recommendations: 

1. Do not eat rare hamburger. 
Buy a meat thermometer and cook 
the hamburger to an internal temper- 
ature of 160 degrees, 

2. Do not eat rare poultry or 
pork, 

3. Steaks should be cooked well 
on the surface, only, 

4. Thoroughly wash all fruits and 
vegetables that will not be further 
cooked. 

5. Break open hamburgers served 
tO you in any restaurant and make 
sure the Aus are not red but gray or 
clear, (If you order a rare hamburger 
you are asking for trouble.) 

If anyone in your county has 
the following symptoms of E. coli 
have them report to a medical doctor 
immediately: severe abdominal 
cramps, bloody diarrhea, vomiting 
and nausea. In rare cases, symptoms 
may include a low-grade fever,

FEMA’s final ‘90 audit costs city $30,000.00

Action at a special Elba City 
Council meeting Monday evening 
cost the city treasury over $30,000, 
but paying that bill got the city gov- 
ernment a $50,000 check in return. 

The final audit on the 1990 Feder- 
al Emergency Management Agency 
(FEMA) disaster grants resulted in a 
request Elba repay $30,826, ac- 


cording to Coffee County Emer- . 


gency Management Director Charles 
Webb. Elba received over $800,000 
in FEMA funds after flood waters 
from the Pea River and Whitewater 
Creek broke the levee and flooded 
downtown Elba in March 1990, 

Mr. Webb assured city officials 
this audit, was not unusual, nor was 
the repayment of certain federal 
funds. He explained that FEMA is 


required by law to do audits on such 
large disaster grants. 

Webb explained that the two 
large items in this were clearly 
owed. One was money to buy new 
air conditioners for city hall, when 
later examination revealed only re- 
pairs were needed. The second was 
money to pay for freeze-drying flood 
damaged city records but no bill was 
ever received for this $5,165 of 
work, 

Webb said Coffee County paid 
the Texas firm for restoring all 
county and city records and were re- 
imbursed directly by FEMA for this 
work. 

Webb said these two items ac- 
counted for over $20,000 for the 
money due to be refunded. 

He said he felt some of the other 
items maybe should have been al- 
lowed but if the city held up re-

payment, all future FEMA funds 
would be withheld until the matter 
was settled. 

Webb had worked with city of- 
ficials and the Alabama Emergency 
Management Agency to get the re- 
fund reduced from the original audit 
figure of $107,000. He reported they 
had formally requested the balance 
be waived but was told this was not 
legal. 

Webb recommended the city pay 
the refund, take the $50,798 check 
FEMA had issued as partial payment 
for 1994 flood damage and continue 
appealing some of the other charges. 
The city council accepted this rec- 
ommendation. 

$38,578 of the new amount will 
go to pay the contractor who re- 
paired the collapsed sewer line on 
Troy Highway immediately after the 
July flood. 


Sheriff's investigators break up burglary ring

Investigators with the Coffee 
County Sheriff's Department have 
broken up a large scale burglary ring 
operating in a five-county area. 

On Tuesday morning, Coffee 
County Sheriff Mickey Counts and 
Chief Deputy Ben Moates held a 
press conference to announce the ar- 
rests and to show off numerous sto- 


len items recovered during the inves- © 


tigation. 

Individuals who have been arest- 
ed so far, in the case are: Jeremy 
Parker, 18, and Joseph Spangenberg, 
18. Both men are from the New 
Brockton area. 

Also, petitions have been signed 
on seven juveniles ranging in age 


from 16 tol7 years old. All are boys ; 


and from the New Brockton area, 

Heading up the investigation 
were Senior Investigator Leslie Hus- 
sey and Investigator Patrick Norris, 
both of whom are with the Coffee 
County Shreiff’s Department. 

The first break in the case, which 
has been going on for more than two 
years, came on Monday, September 
12, 

Investigators received a tip of a 
possible suspect, a juvenile, in the 
recent burglaries of Old Stephens 
Store. This was not the first tip re- 
ceived on this individual. 

The youth, whose name was not 
released due to his juvenile status, 
was interviewed by Investigators 
Hussey and Norris. During question- 
ing (on more than one occasion), the 
suspect finally admitted to involve- 
ment in the Old Stephens Store bur- 
galry and provided information 
which led to other inviduals. 

More questioning by investigators 
of the other suspects eventually led 
to the solving of other burglaries 
which have occurred in towns and 
cities with in Coffee County . 

As Hussey and Norris worked the 
case, information received from sus- 
pects and clues from recovered sto- 
len items eventually led them to bur-
